Without Interest to the State, Both 
Before and After the Enactment of 
the Depository Law.

Columbus, 0., March ll. — Claims 
for a large sum of interest due the 
ra te are expected to be proved by 
tvidence to be collected In a series of 
Inquiries 
into the affairs of baulks 
with which state treasurers have de­ 
posited funds. 
The hearings were be­ 
gum at the Columbus 
Savings 
and 
Trust company directors’ room before 
Special 
Commissioner 
George 
T. 
Okey. 
The examination was conducted by 
Attorneys H. J. Booth and Robert W. 
McCoy for the state. 
Edward C. Ce­ 
nse, representative of Ernst & Ernst, 
certified public accountants of Cleve­ 
land, was the first witness. 
It developed that a large part of tile 
papers and records of the Columbus 
Savings and T rust comoany, which 
were necessary for e vidence, could 
sot be found. According to the testi­ 
mony, cashier checks had been taken 
from the tiles and could not be found, 
and records showed erasures where 
entries In which the state might be 
interested had been made. 
The state depository law, providing 
for the depositing of state funds with 
banks paying a satisfactory rate of 
interest, went into effect in Decem­ 
ber, 1904. 
Testimony obtained from 
Mr. Genee indicated that Dec. 2, 1904, 
the Columbus Savings and T rust com­ 
pany, now defunct, transferred $200, 
OOO from the noninterest-bearing ac 
count to the interest-bearing account. 
This was declared to be money of the 
state, and shows, according to the at 
forneys, the extent to which the bank 
had been used as an illegal depository 
without interest to the state, prior to 
the depository law. 
It was disclosed that after the de­ 
pository law had gone into effect large 
sums of the state were carried as non- 
interest-bearing 
accounts.

evi­ 
dence indicated 
that from 
Aug. 7, 
1905, to Jan. 8, 1909, the daily aver­ 
age deposit had amounted to $90,000, 
for which the state received no in­ 
terest.

Superintendent And 
Trustees’ Report 


The semi-annual report of the In­ 
firmary superintendent, and quarter­ 
ly report of the Children’s Home trus­ 
tees has been filed with the County 
Commissioners, and shows the con­ 
dition of the two comity institutions 
at the present time. 
The report .shows 39 inmates at 
the Infirmary, 17 of whom are be­ 
tween 60 and 70 years of age, and 
22 are over 60 years of age. 
The in­ 
mates consist of 27 men and 12 wo­ 
men. 
At the opening 
of 
the 
six 
months ending March I, 1913, the 
institution contained 34 persons, and 
nine have been added since that time, 
while one has died and three have 
been discharged. 
In the Children’s Home there <tre 
now 33 children, and at the opening 
of the quarter, the number was 30, 
divided up 20 boys and IO girls. 
The 
number admitted since December I 
is 6. Two were taken out by parents 
and one was sent to another institu­ 
tion. 
Expenses for the 
three 
months 
reached $1,092.47, and the receipts 
were $785.19.

Boston.—Examinations made by As­ 
sistant Professor n . W. Shiner of the 
Institute of Technology of a shell 
mound at Ipswich led him to believe 
that the earliest New Eglanders, who 
lived 3.(XX) to 5,000 and perhaps 10,000 
years ago, were cannibals. 
Professor Shinier says: 
“The neolithic type, such as lived in 
New England, was of a lighter bone 
structure than the Neanderthal man of 
Europe and had a greater brain ca­ 
pacity. Our prehistoric type lived here 
during the bronze age in Europe and 
centra] Asia. 
These Americans were 
no doubt descendants of the eastern 
Asia stock. Their bone formation con­ 
forms with the bono structure of the 
early people of that continent.**
